^ "TDOORS at night you will find 
many a good, perfectly *‘get- 
tahle’* shot. Lightning, for example, 
takes its own pirture very neatly. 
And the procedure Is simple. 
As a lightning storm approaches, 
place the camera (even a simple box 
type outfit will do) on a window sill 
or some other convenient perch, aim 
it at the storm center, open the 
shutter for a time exposure— and 
then wait for things to happen. 
If you are lucky, a holt of lightning 
will soon come within the ken of 
your camera Then close the shutter, 
wind the film to the next number, 
and try again. Lightning pictures 
are doubly effective if they include 
nearby buildings or trees. 
Picturing illuminated buildings, 
electric signs, and other night-bloom­ 
ing subjects is simply a matter of 
tiino 
exposure. 
The 
camera, 
of 
course, must be stationary. Length 
of exposure depends on the amount 
and color of light on your subject, 
and the kind of film used. The 
chrome type of film Is excellent for 
outdoor night time exposures, as It 
minimizes flare from strong, exposed 
lights. Usually, you’ll find exposures 
of from two to five minutes adequate 
< unless you stop the lens ’way down; 
ther you’ll need longer time). And 
If your subject is bathed In colored 


lights, especially any reddish hue, 
give It about double the time you 
would otherwise use. 
Real moonlight pictures are some­ 
thing to point to with pride. Moon­ 
light will make pictures Just as sun­ 
light does, but being many times 
weaker, exposures must be very con­ 
siderably increased. The simplest 
way to calculate a moonlight ex­ 
posure is to give 25 minutes for each 
1/100-second exposure that would 
be given the same scene in sunlight. 
Suppose it Is a landscape with a 
dark-toned object In the immediate 
foreground. The sunlight exposure 
would he 1/25 at f.ll. Then by the 
light of a full moon with sky clear 
throughout, it would be 100 minutes 
at the same stop. TEiis could be cut 
down to 50 minutes with stop f.8. 
Without nearby dark-toned object, 
the exposure can be cut down to 25 
minutes at f.8; for distant land­ 
scapes, to 10 or 15 minutes. 
If a sort of daylight effect is de­ 
sired. then exposures m ust be multi­ 
plied by four. 
Warning: Don’t Include the moon 
itself In your picture unless you wanf 
It to show a nice bright "baloney' 
sausage hanging in the sky.

the advent of a new

phere fighting plane claim ed

be the deadliest air w eapon ever 
developed. 
Designed to fight at any alti­ 
tude from the hedge-tops to 
a 
height of five miles 
above 
the 
earth, the new plane is said to be 
faster and to carry a m ore fo rm ­ 
idable 
assortm ent 
of 
weapons 
than any other "fighter’’ type of 
plane. 
It was designed to com bat 
the 
giant bombing planes of the "fly­ 
ing fortress" type now being pro­ 
duced by all m ilitary nations. 
Air corps officials w ho have be­ 
lieved that eventually the fight­ 
ing airplane would com bine 
all 
the functions of the bom ber, the 
pursuit and the attack plane, a n ­ 
nounced that “this is the answer." 
The new plane, 
devised 
and 
built by the Bell A ircraft Corp., 
of Buffalo, has a speed of more 
than 300 miles an hour. 
It is o p ­ 
erated by five men, m ounts

m achine-guns ,and carries a load 
of light bombs. 
It is designed to 
fight up to an altitude of "m ore 
than 30,000 feet.” the w a r d ep art­ 
m ent announced.

type, 
with propellers behind th e wings. 
It is all-m etal, low -w ing m ono­ 
plane construction pow ered with 
tw o motors, also of new design.
